Are we as hams still relevant and can we pro- 
vide a critical service to our communi-, 
‘ties? Does amateur radio still matter? Given: 
all of the latest advances in technologies that. 
we now have with smart phones, commercial 
radios, broadcast alerts to various devices, | 
etc., isn’t the Amateur Radio Service old and. 
obsolete? Isn’t the Amateur Radio Service just: 
a hobby? These questions have been raised. 
several times in recent years. Let me answer 
‘these questions using the recent PG&E power | 
outage in Northern California as a case study. | 


Pacific Gas & Electric (PG&E), which serves. 
central and northern California, has implement-. 
_ed a new policy called the Public Safety Power 
Shutoff (PSPS). The purpose of this policy is to: 
de-energize the PG&E electric infrastructure | 
‘when it comes to dangerous conditions such. 
_as high winds and low humidity. 


‘In the early morning hours of October 9th, 
‘PG&E implemented PSPS, which at its peak: 
‘impacted over 2 million people across 32, 
‘counties in the state of California. A primary | 
goal of this PSPS strategy was to prevent high: 
‘voltage transmission lines from sparking wild- : 
fires during a high wind and red-flag warning | 
fire condition as predicted by the National | 
‘Weather Service. Compared to previous pow- | 
-er shutoffs in similar conditions that were more, 
localized, this was a “nuclear option" that shut) 
down several main high-voltage transmission | 
lines affecting multiple counties. This re-: 
_sponse was based on how the Camp Fire was 
started due to high voltage transmission lines: 
igniting that fire. The Camp Fire destroyed the. 
entire town of Paradise. 


The City of Cupertino, along with other nearby | 
cities and the County of Santa Clara, activated 
their Office of Emergency Services (OES) prior: 
‘to the start of the planned power shutoff. Ac-, 
cording to the PSPS map provided by PG&E, | 
East San Jose, parts of West San Jose, and: 


_areas west of Foothill Blvd. in Cupertino would 
‘be impacted. The Cupertino Director of the: 
Office of Emergency Services requested that, 
‘the volunteers of Cupertino’s Citizens Corp be, 
_activated. Cupertino Amateur Radio Emergen- | 
_cy Services (CARES) was officially activated at. 
noon on Tuesday, October 8th. In addition to. 
_CARES, CERT and city employees reported to: 
the Monta Vista Fire Station, where there is an: 
ARK (a staging area that also contains emer-| 
gency supplies). Cupertino has several such. 
ARKs located throughout the city. | 


‘The mission objective for CARES, CERT, and. 
‘the city employees was to canvas the impact-| 
ed neighborhoods in Cupertino, inform resi-. 
dents of the planned PSPS event, and hand. 
out flyers with information about advance prep- | 
aration. CARES provided communications |

‘had set up a portable station with my ICom IC. 
-7000 as a base station at the ARK. We used 
‘the W6TDM Cupertino repeater in cross band | 
‘repeat mode between 2m and 70cm. The Cu-, 
_pertino EOC was operating on 70cm. We had: 
-established a net for handling both canvassing | 
activities and any emergency traffic. While we | 
‘did have many concerned residents, who | 
might need emergency assistance if the out- 
age persisted, we did not actually have any: 
emergency situations. We were prepared to. 
_assist should the need arise. | 


‘Fortunately, at approximately 1300 hours pow- | 
‘er was being restored and, by 1400 hours, | 
nearly all neighborhoods impacted in Cuperti-: 
no and parts of San Jose had their power re-:

When there is a power out-| 
age, they too are experiencing the outage. 
Medicine that requires refrigeration can be lost: 
when there is no power to run the refrigerator. |

During the PSPS event, CARES demonstrated 
‘that, with proper training, hams can deploy al- | 
most anywhere, can be flexible, and can pro-| 
vide critical communication where needed.
